HERRIN, IIL, June 22.—An Asso- 
ciated Press correspondent after 10 
ineffectual attempts today finally 
persuaded a taxicab driver to take 
him through the scene of the fight 
at the strip mine near here. The 
mine had been fired and a freight 
train on a siding also was burning 
while miners looted several cars of 
food supplies. 

Bodies were spread over an area

From now until Dec. 22 each day 


will have a few minutes less sun- 
light and each night will be a little 
longer than the one which just pre- | 
ceded it. «| 

When the sun rises on the morn-. 
_ing of Sept. 22, were you to rise with | 
it and retire when it sinks bhelow 
the horizon, you wi!l have spent one 
| Gay of exactly the came length time 
of daylight and darkness, for Sept. 
¢2 is one of the two days each year! 
when nights and days ‘are of equal | 
length. It is the fall equinox. The 
spring equinox appears each year 
March 21. . : 

Then, too, had you noticed 
terday you might have seen that 
_ your shadow was almost directly be- 
neath your feet, indicating that the 
sun was in a more nearly perpen- 
dicular position than at other times 
during the year. June shadows in 
Missouri are never those of great 
length, stretching before or behind, 
|as in winter when the sun strikes 
Missouri and all points north of the 
equator at a lower angle which casts 
shadows farther. 

Explanation of Scicntists. 

Scientists explain the differences 
in length of days and nights during 
the different season of the year with 
a story of the sun oscillating along 
the equator—or 
rather thatthe earth, while it is re- 
volving around the sun, zigzags back 
and forth rhythmically first at an 
angle of 23% degrees in one direc 
tion and then 23% degrees in the 
other. 

That, they say, is equal to the sun 
moving north and south, reaching 
When the 
sun in its northward journey ever: 
year, arrives farthest north, that 
Cay is June 22. The sun is then 
almost “directly overhead. It is di- 
rectly overhead at a point just south 
of the Uniteg States and there shad- 
OWs are cast in a dead line beneath 
or if the object be a post 
or telephone pole erected perpendic- 
Ulariy there will be practically 
no shadow It is then, with 
the sun nearest the Northern Hemi- 
sphere, that more hours of daylight 
are experienced in that part of the 
earth's surface north of the equator 


and that the days are longer. 


Shortest for South America. 

Similarly, June 21 is the shortest 
day of the year for South American 
countrics and has the longest night 
'On June 22 the sun begins its slow 
swing back southward, reaching the 
equator on September 22, the date 
of the fall equinox when days and 
nights are equal. Py December 
it has reached 23% degrees south 
of the equator and North America 
hit by slanting ravs of the sun, ex

With the curvature in the earth's 
surface, scientists point out that the

Reed’s Attack on Lenroot. 

Wisconsin. newspapers did not 
publish complete reports of Reed's 
speeches, but from the extracts pub- 
lished the speeches seemed to be 
about the same as the anti-league 
speeches delivered by Reed in Mis- 
sour! and in other states, though he 
gave specific indorsement in Wis- 
consin to Thompson as a man who 
could be counted upon to oppose the 
league.
